Restricted or prohibited 
plants and plant products for which a 
permit has been issued shall not be 
landed or unloaded for transfer or trans¬ 
shipment for exportation or transporta¬ 
tion and exportation, except under the 
supervision of the United States Col¬ 
lector of Customs, and In accordance 
with the applicable Customs regulations 
in 19 CPR Part 18. or. In the case of 
Guam, under the supervision of the Cus¬ 
toms officer of the Government of Guam. 

33. Section 3533 is amended by adding 
to the list therein, in the appropriate

The foregoing amendments correlate 
the quarantines, regulations, and orders 
designated with a ctirrent extension of 
plant quarantine operations in Guam. 

The provisions in Part 322 relating to 
imports of adult honeybees arc appli¬ 
cable to Guam In their present form, and 
enforcement thereof will be Inaugurated 
in Guam on the eilcctive date of the fore¬ 
going amendments, 

Tlic notice of proposed rule making 
cited the possible need for the amend¬ 
ment, among other sections, of H 319.8-2. 
319.37-5, and 319.37-12 to refer to the 
appropriate official or organisation in 
Guam Instead of a United States Cus¬ 
toms official or United States Customs. 
It has been determined that these three 
sections are appropriately worded in this 
respect and do not require amendment. 
The other sections listed In the notice 
In this connection have been amended to 
the extent necessary to conform them to 
the Customs organization In Guam. In 
amending such of these sections as relate 
to the issuance of permits, the language 
has been simplified to accord with pres¬ 
ent practices and recently revised quar¬ 
antine regulations. Several sections 
which the notice announced were 
deemed applicable to shipments into 
Guam are being amended hereby to pro¬ 
vide expressly for such application. This 
docs not constitute a substantive change 
from the notice. 

This document amends the Imported 
fire ant quarantine and regulations to 
clarify their territorial application. A 
reference thereto was omitted from the 
notice of proposed rule making due to 
the coincidence of the drafting of the 
notice and the promulgation of said 
quarantine and r^ulations. 

An amendment of I 319.28, not pro¬ 
posed in the notice of rule making, has 
also been made. This amendment pro¬ 
vides tliat the prohibition under 1 310.28 
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on the Importation into Guam of fruits 
and peel, because of the occurrence in 
certain countries of the citrus canker, 
shall not apply to Guam, but that such 
importations into Guam shall be sub¬ 
ject to the permit and other require¬ 
ments of I 319.56. This action is based 
on the occurrence bf the dims canker 
in Guam. 

The amendments made hereby w'lth 
respect to the cut fiower quarantine 
(4 319.74) are in some respects different 
than those proposed in the notice. The 
changes are made for clarity and to re¬ 
lieve requirements rc applications for 
permits with respect to shipments of 
small quantities of cut flowers. 

It is believed that the amendments i 
herein that were not included in the 
notice of rule making will not be objec¬ 
tionable to affected persons and it does 
not appear that further public rulemak¬ 
ing procedure will make new information 
available to the Department. Therefore, 
it is found upon good cause under sec¬ 
tion 4 of the Administrative Procedure 
Act <5 U. 8. C. 1003) that further notice 
of rule making and other public pro¬ 
cedure on Uic amendments In question 
arc impracticable and unnecessary. 

The foregoing amendments shall be 
effective Oct. 18. 1958.

the handling of walnuts grown In Cali¬ 
fornia. Oregon, and Washington, effective 
under the Agricultural Marketing Agree¬ 
ment Act of 1937, as amended (7 U. S. C. 
601 et scq.), the Walnut Control Board 
on August 26. 1958 unanimously recom¬ 
mended that the grade and size regula¬ 
tions for unshelled walnuts (U 984.402 
and 084.403) bo amended as herein¬ 
after set forth. 

In recent years, there has been a sub¬ 
stantia] shift in California walnut pro¬ 
duction from the coastal region to the 
interior valleys. This has resulted In 
production of walnuts with slightly 
darker kernels than were generally pro¬ 
duced in 1944 when the present color 
standards were developed. Therefore, 
the Walnut Control Board on August 26. 
1958 adopted a revision of its current 
color chart to reflect the various colors 
of walnut kernels now being produced. 
The amendment of the pack specifica¬ 
tions for California unshelled walnuts as 
hereinafter provided would make such 
revised color chart applicable by adapt¬ 
ing the specifications thereto. 

After consideration of all relevant in¬ 
formation available it is hereby found 
that the amendment of the grade and 
siise regulations for unshellcd walnuts, as 
hereinafter set forth, will tend to effec¬ 
tuate the declared policy of the act. 

Therefore, it is ordered. That S 984.403 
Pack specifications of the grade and 
size regulations for unshelled walnuts 
(4S 984.402-984.403; 23 P. R. 1691) be 
amended as follow.^:

In computing 
taxable Income, no deduction shall be al¬ 
lowed, except as otherwise expressly pro¬ 
vided in chapter 1 of Uic Internal Reve¬ 
nue Code of 1954, for personal, living, 
and family expenses. 

(b) Examples of personal, tiring, and 
family expenses. Personal, living, and 
family expenses arc illustrated Ih the 
following examples: 

<1) Premiums paid tor life Insurance 
by the insured are not deductible. See 
also section 2S4 and the regulations 
thereunder. 

(2) The cost of insuring a dwelling 
owned and occupied by taxpayer as 
a personal residence is not deductible. 

(3> Expenses of maintaining a house¬ 
hold. including amounts paid for rent, 
water, utilities, domestic service, and the 
like, are not deductible. A taxpayer who 
rents a property for residential purposes, 
but incidentally conducts business there 
(his place of business being elsewhere) 
shall not deduct any part of the rent. If, 
how*ever, he uses part of the house as his 
place of business, such portion of the 
rent and other similar expenses as is 
properly attributable to such place of 
business is deductible as a business ex¬ 
pense, 

(4) Losses sustained by the taxpayer 
upon the sale or other disposition of 
property held for pernonal, living, and 
family purposes are not deductible. But 
see section 165 and the regulations there¬ 
under for deduction of losses sustained 
to such property by reason of casualty, 
etc. 

(6) Expenses Incurred in traveling 
away from home (which include trans¬ 
portation expenses, meals, and lodging) 
and any other transportation expenses 
are not deductible unless they qualify as 
expenses deductible under section 162, 
§ 1.162-2, and paragraph (d) of $ 1.162-5 
(relating to trade or business expenses). 
section 170 and paragraph (a) (2) of 
S 1.176>2 (relating to charitable contri¬ 
butions), section 212 and 8 1.212-1 (re¬ 
lating to expenses for production of in¬ 
come) , or section 213 (e) and paragraph 
(e) of 8 1.213-1 (relating to medical ex¬ 
penses), The taxpayer's costs of com¬ 
muting to his place of business or em¬ 
ployment are personal expenses and do 
not qualify as deductible expenses. The 
costs of the taxpa>’er's lodging not in¬ 
curred in traveling away from home arc 
personal expenses. Except as permitted 
under section 162 or 212. the costs of 
the taxpayer's meals not incurred in 
traveling away from home are personal 
expenses. 

(6) Amounts paid as damages for 
breach of promise to marry, and attor¬ 
ney’s fees and other costs of suit to re¬ 
cover such damages, are not deductible. 

(7) Generally, attorney’s fees and 
other costs paid in connection with a di¬ 
vorce, separation, or decree for support 
are not deductible by either the husband 


or the wife. However, the part of an 
attorney’s fee and the part of the other 
costs p^d in connection with a divorce, 
legal separation. wriUen separation 
agreement, or a decree for support, which 
are properly attributable to the produc¬ 
tion or collection of amounts includible 
in gross income under section 71 are de¬ 
ductible by the wife under section 212. 

(8) The cost of equipment of a mem¬ 
ber of the armed services Is deductible 
only to the extent that it exceeds non- 
taxable allowances received for such 
equipment and to the extent that such 
equipment is especially required by his 
profession and does not merely take the 
place of articles required In civilian life. 
For example, the cost of a sword is an 
allowable deduction in computing tax¬ 
able Income, but the cost of a uniform is 
not. However, amounts expended by a 
reservist for the purchase and mainte¬ 
nance of uniforms which may be worn 
only when on active duly for training 
for temporary periods, when attending 
service school courses, or when attending 
training assemblies are deductible ex¬ 
cept to the extent that ndntaxable al¬ 
lowances arc received for such amounts.

(c) Taxes of such owner imposed on 
the purchase of materials, or on the 
storage, use. or other consumption of 
materials, and 

(d) Other necessary expenditures. 

paid or incurred for the development of 
the real property or for the con^ructlon 
of an improvement or additional Im¬ 
provement to such real property, up to 
the time the development or construc¬ 
tion work has been completed. The de¬ 
velopment or construction work with re¬ 
spect to which such items are incurred 
may relate to unlmiiroved and unpro¬ 
ductive real estate whether the construc¬ 
tion work will make the property pro¬ 
ductive of income subject to tax (as In 
the case of a factory) or not las In the 
case of a personal residence), or may 
relate to property already Improved or 
productive (as In the case of a plant 
addition or improvement, such as the 
construction of another floor on a fac¬ 
tory or the installation of iruiulatkon 
therein).

(2) The sole effect of section 266 is 
to permit the items enumerated in sub¬ 
paragraph (I) of this paragraph to be 
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chargeable to capital account notwith¬ 
standing that such items arc otherwise 
expressly deductible under the provisions 
of subtitle A of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954. An item not otherwise 
deductible may not be capitalised under 
section 266. Thus, since the taxes Im¬ 
posed by the Federal Insurance Con¬ 
tributions Act and the Federal Unem¬ 
ployment Tax Act are not taxes deducti¬ 
ble under section 164, and since such 
taxes may not be deducted under section

a capital item, this section has no effect 
on the treatment otherwise accorded 
such Item. Thus, items which are 
otherwise deductible are deductible not¬ 
withstanding the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion. and items which are otherwise 
treated as capital items are to be so 
treated. Similarly, an item not other¬ 
wise deductible U not made deductible 
by this section. Nor is the absence of a 
provision in this section for treating a 
given item as a capital item to be con¬ 
strued as withdrawing or modifying the

D\irlng 1056 the property la vacant aiKl un¬ 
productive. but In January 1057 A oonveru 
the property into a parking lot and operates 
It as such thereafter. A may elect to capi¬ 
talize the real piroperty lax and mortgage 
Intereat paid In 1050 but not such amounts 
paid In 1057, Moreover, for 1056, A may elect 
to capitalize the taxes and to deduct the 
Interest, or he may elect to capitaltae the 
mortgage Intereat and to deduct the taxes 
paid on such real property.

B*m election to 
capltallae the unemployment insurance coo- 
trlbuUona paid In erecting the office bulldlnf 
started In February 1057 doss not bind him 
to eapltalixe the unemployment Insurance 
oontsitniUons paid in erecting the hotel; he 
may deduct the #3.000 unemployment In¬ 
surance contributions paid In erecting the 
hotel. 

Example |#). In 1057. C purchased ma¬ 
chinery for Installation in his factory located 
in the District of Columbia and building 
material lor an addition to the factory. In 
connection with the purchase, tranaporta- 
tlon. and Installation of the machinery and 
building material, C paid social security, 
sales, and use taxes In the following

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Under the provialons of section 266 end the 
reguUUons thereunder.

taxes are not deductible as taxes under sec¬

2. This Third Report and Order com¬ 
pletes rule making with regard to the 
Commission's proposals to make the band 
1435-1535 Me av^able for aeronautical 
telemeteclng. and to make changes In the 
national allocation of the band 108-132 
Me to reflect current and planned usage 
of portions of this band. Appropriate 
amendments to Parts 2 and 9 of the Com¬ 
mission's rules are set forth below. 

3. The period for filing comments in 
this docket expired June 16. 1958. No 
adverse comment was received with re¬ 
spect to the particular proposals Imple¬ 
mented by tills third report and order. 
Supporting comments were received 
from the Aeronautical F light Test Radio 
Coordinating CouncU (AFTHCX?) on be¬ 
half of fifteen major aircraft manufac¬ 
turers. In connection w'ith the proposal 
to make the band 1435-1535 Me avail¬ 
able for Qovernment/non-Ctovermnent 
aeronautical telemetering, the AFTRCX; 
participated activeb’ in the recent micro- 
wave proceeding before the Commission 
Involving the allocation of frequencies 
above 890 Me (Docket 11866) and in that 
proceeding offered detailed Justification 
for the allocation of additional aero¬ 
nautical telemetering frequencies below 
1660 Me In order to meet expanding 
flight test requirements. 

4. In its comments directed to the 
above-captioned proceeding. AFTRCC 
requested prompt Commission action to 
make final the proposed allocation of the 
1435-1535 Me band, stating that avail¬ 
ability of the band for aeronautical tele¬ 
metering would contribute directly and 
importantly to the safety of life and 
p roper ty in the testing of aircraft. 
AFTRCC further represented that the 
aircraft manufacturing Industry is pre¬ 
pared to proceed promptly with imple¬ 
mentation of this baud. 
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5. It should be noted that the alloca¬ 
tion of 1435-1535 Me as ordered herein 
constitutes a derogation of the existing 
Intcmattonal table of frequency alloca¬ 
tions which designates the entire bond 
1306-1660 Me for aeronautical radio- 
navigation In Region 2. This action is 
justified on the grounds that although 
the band has been available for approxi¬ 
mately ten years, that portion between 
1435 and 1535 Me has never been brought 
into use: there are now no Commission 
licensees In that band who would be af¬ 
fected adversely; there is little, if any, 
probability of Interference to other serv¬

these birds. These amendments wer^' 
published in the Federal Register on 
August 29. 1958 (23 P. R. 6717), and will 
become effective on October 1, 1958. 

Included as a part of these amend¬ 
ments were special conditions applicable 
to the daily bag and possession limits 
for geese in the State of Washington. In 
particular, hunters In that State wen^ 
limited to not more than three of the 
dark species in such limits and one snow 
goose. Washington State game officiah 
now advise that their request insofar as 
the daily bag and possession limit on 
geese in that State is concerned, was 
originally In error and that it was their 
intention to permit the taking of four 
snow geese. 

Accordingly, in compliance with the 
request of the State of Washington, 
paragraph (f) Pacific Flyway States of 
I 6.51 is amended by revising footnote 
3 as it appears thereunder to read as 
follows:
